TO PREVENT SAR SHORTAGE 


Car Efficiency Best Promoted by Co- 
Operation 

The Board of vvade News of Tor- 

onto recently printed an article’ on 

how best to prevent car shortage and 

among other things points out that 

car efficiency ca: best be attained in 
the following manner, 


1. By the satisfactory handling of | 


traffie with the least number of cars, 
which can best be accomplished by 
the ordering of cars of suitable dimen- 
sions and loading same to their full 
capacity, 

As an illystration: Assuming a ton- 
nege of 3,000,006 tons is loaded and 
transported in 250,000 cars, or twelve 
tons per car. An increase in the load 
to 15 tons weuld result in the same 
traflic being transported in 200,000 
cars, thereby freeing 00,000 cars for 
other service. A firm sbipping 5 cars 
of 12 tons each day for 800 working 
days, by increasing the average load 
per car to 15 tons, move the same vol- 
ume of traffic in 120 instead of 150 
ears. 

2. Handling the business in the 
smallest number of car days.: The 
railways should transport the freight 
quickly, supplemented by prompt load- 


ing and unloading of cars by their pat- | 


rons. The full free time permitted by 
the Car Service Rules should not be 
taken advantage of unless actually n@- 
cessary. 

3. Shippers ard consignees should 
ascertain whethe~ their facilities are 
amply sufficient to ensure the prompt 


handling of their freight, and the ord-| 


ering of cars for loading and unload- 
ing should be so arranged as to lose 
no time in handling when placed. 

The News believes that the public as 
well as the railways have duties to 
perform to prevent a shortage of cars.

We live ina short age. We 
no longer have time for the 
more~ leisurely discharge of 
duties or. the transaction of 
business that characterized an 
earlier day. The telephone and 
the telegraph, the. swift mails 
and fast train have speeded us 
up until we do all things in a 
hurry. Only on the farm, it 
seems, does the old order still 
prevail. 

And now the suyyestion is 
solemnly. put forth that we 
should speed .up the farmer. 
The world needs beef. It nceds 
hides. Ordinarily it cannot yet 
these short of for years from 
the birth of a steer. It takes 
four years by established meth- 
ods to finish a beast for market. 
comes the- Wall Street 
News to protest that that is too 


slow: Wemust vrow beef more 
quickly. We cannot produce 


four-year-old steers, it is true, 
short of four years, But why 
wait four years before market- 
ing'steers ? 

A carload of yearling cattle 
was recently sold on the Chi- 
cago murket, that averaged 
1,200 pounds apiece. . “ Baby 
beef they ell these youngsters 
and the Wall Street News thinks

The quality of the beef is supe- | 
rior to the slower growing ani- 
mal, and the expense to the 
farmer of carrying him is yreat- 
ly lessened.

FOREST FIRE LOSSES, 1813 


Dominion Forestry Branch Reports a 
Remarkably Small Loss 

The lowest level of forest loss on 
record in Canada was reached this 
year on Dominion Forest Reserves in 
Western Canada. From the first of 
April to the end of September several 
of these reserves escaped without a 
Single fire over ten acres in extent, 
the small fires that did occur being 
extinguished by the rangers before oc- 
casioning any damage to standing tim- 
ber. On the Rocky Mountains Forest 
Reserve, which has an area of 13,373,- 
856 acres, the fire-loss amounted to 
but. 1,150 acres of young timber of 
only potential value and $150. worth 
of mature timber. The total are. 
burnt oyer, mcre than half of which 
was cut-over or grass land, was but 
8,010 acres, represguting only 0.02 per 
cent of .he area o. this reserve. On 
the Dominion Forest reserves in Brit- 
ish Columbia, wWhick have a total 
area of 2,420,480 acres nct a single 
fire succeeded in spreading over a 
larger area than ten acres, and the 
only green timber injurea by fire was 
four acres of young lodgepole pine. 
The records are not yet complete for 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, but the 
¢ ailable figures compere favorably 
with the ones cited. The cbove fig- 
ures also compare favorably with cor- 
responding ones on the National For- 
ests of the United States, where the 
area burned in 1913, although the 
smallest.in.recent years, was some- 
what over 0.03 per cent of the total 
reserved area. 
In the Fire Districts on Dominion 
Crown Lands in the west patrolled by 
mM. Dominion fire rangers the ':ss occas- 
foned by/forest fires last season is al- 
80 remarkably small, nor is this due 
wholly to the large amount of rain 
which fell last summer in the west, for 
there were also several dry spells 
wherf frequent fires occurred, which 
only the alertness of the fire-rangers 
prevented from occasioning large loss- 
es. In the Coast Fire Ranging Dis- 
trict, B.C., which being situated in the 
Railway Belt is administered by the 
Dominion Forestry Branch, during 
June and July and August no less 
than 110 fires occurred, yet all of 
these fires were extinguished by the 
fire-rangers before any standing tim- 
ber was destroyed.

However, I am pleading for the best 
possible education for both boy and 
girl, for both are equally concerned 
in the businesss of home-making— 
the chief business of the nation—since 
the home is the unit of American civ- 
jlization. The district school, support- 
ed by public funds, with its local lack 
of denominational leanings, officers and 
best local point for an institution that 
can serve the whole family with a 
greater degree of efficiency than it has 
ever done. 

I yield not to the temptation of sug- 
gesting to you why the farm women 
cannot exert the influence they should 
in the school, church and social work 
of their district.

8. On certain days churning, bak- 
ing, washing and ironing are done. 

9. Feed poultry. 

10. Prepare dinner. 

11. Wash dishes, feed poultry, sew 
or mend, “put up” fruit or vegeta- 
bles. 

12. Get supper, wash dishes, look 
after poultry and milk, work in the 
garden, * 

18. Scrub kitchen on certain even- 
ings—after the family have retired, to 
prevent “tracking the floor.” 

14. Retire about 10 p.m.
